There are few counterfeit $100 bank 


bills known to bo in existence, and thai 
of tho First National of Boston is 0110 
of the best. In $100 bank bills, at tho 
left ia a picture of Commodore Perry 
and his men in a rowboat ou Lake Erie 
just as the commodore is about to utter 
tho memorable words, "Wo havo mot 
the enemy, and they are ours." In gen- 
uine bills water is seen to bo dripping 
from both sides of an oar suspended 
above the water. In tho counterfeits 
the water drips from only one sido of 
tho oar blade. The bill in question hud 
» drip on only one sido, it is claimed, ul- 
thongh the bill was so much worn that 
it was difficult to determine that point. 
It waa the main point on which Sir, 
Sohoeninger bases his decision.
